‘I am also in receipt of an official communieation announcing the estab- 
Jishment of the additional Grammar Sehool-at Port Rowan, and that a 
union had been effected between it and School Section No. 12 of Wal- 
singham, and that the Union School is now in full operation. 


PAUPER CHILDREN. 


In September last, a female infant, apparently only a few days old, 
was left. by some person unknown, at the toll-gate on the Otterville road, 
kept by Mrs. Babcock. The child was brought to the County Gaol and 
there left. I gave instructions to’ the Matron of the Gaol to employ 
some suitable person to take charge of it until the December Session, 
agreeing to pay at the rate of 81 per week until your pleasure should be 
known in the matter. At the last sittings of the Court of General 
Quarter Sessions of the Peace, a woman of the name of Winters was 
convieted of larceny, and. sentenced to be imprisoned in the common 
Gaol of this County for three calendar months; this prisoner has an in- 
fant with her, which she is unable to nurse, some provision must be made 
for the support of the ehild, as the officers of the Gaol cannot provide 
it with the requisite food. The person in charge of the other infant [ 
have mentioned, offers to take this one also for three months, at the same — 
orate. 


COURT HOUSE AND GAOL-YARD.

The l- 
teration suggested in the Gaol-yard is one which will involve but a trifling 
outlay; but the repairs wanted oa the roof of this building, although 
imperatively required, may induce you to consider whether it would not 
be more economical in the end to make provision for the erection of an 
entirely new Court House, than to ‘expend more money in the slmest 
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fatile attempt to’ improve a decayed and inconvenient public buildiags> 
{find upon examining the public accounts, that during the last: four 
-years the sum of $834.84 has been expended in repairing this ‘building 
“an amount representing more than the interest of a’sum sufficient’ to 
_ erect a commodious and handsome Court House. It is’ true ‘that the 
‘present building might be made available for a few years, by a continual 
annual expenditure fer repairs; but it appears to me unwise te expend 
public money for such a purpose. The financial position, of the County 
is first-rate ; we are free from debt, and our debentures made payable in 
twenty years, bearing six per cent. interest, eould be sold at Ninety 
Cents for the Dollar—thus yielding to the holder at the rate of seven per 
cent. per annum. I request your careful consideration ef this matter, 
and would suggest that it be referred to a committee for a report. 


INTEMPERANCE. | 


“Lhave received a very able pamphlet entitled “ A Plea for Inebriate 
Asylaums,” written by Dr. Bovell, of Toronto, in which he urges the 
necessity of some further legislative enactment for the suppression of in- 
temperance, and suggests the establishment of reformatory institutions 
for inebriates. This little work contains a mass of startling statistical in- 
formation, proving in the clearest’ and most satisfaetory manner that this 
deep-rooted social evil is the root and ‘origin of a great portion of that 
“misery and wretchedness which destroys the peace and happiness of fam- 
‘jies—which fills our Gaols with eriminals, and our Asylums with luna- 

tics and idiots. My own personal experience as a publie officer, [inti- 

mately connected as 1 have been with the administration of eriminal 

justice in this County for the last quarter of a centwry,] has long since 
convinced me that much of the crime which stains our calendars, has its 

‘origin la the vice of drunkenness. Prohibitory Liquor Laws have failed 

to eradicate this monstrous evil, and it is of but little ase—[as was re- 
“marked by Mr. Justice Hagerty ]—to talk of punishment as a means of 
either prevention or reformation so long as eur commen Gaol remains | 
the enly destination of the criminal.) I have felt it to be my duty to 
bring this subject before you; and D indulge in the hope that before you 

separate you will adopt a iemortal to the Legislature, praying that’s 
more stringent law for the suppression of intemperance be passed; that 

asylums for inebriates may be established in this Province, and suitable

. ZHK DISTRESSED OPERATIVES OF GREAT BRITAIN. 


Since we last met in Council, I have received various communications 
directing my attention to the appalling scenes of destitution and suffering 
now existing among a large class of the operatives in the cotton districts 
of Great Britain, and urging me to bring the subject before you, in tha 
hope that, as the highest authori ity in this County, you would appropri- 
ate a portion of tlie. public funds towards relieving the unparalleled dis- 
tress now suffered by a large class of our fellow subjects. I feel, gentle 
men, in making this earnest appeal to your sympathies, that it is unnec- 
essary for me to dilate, upon this subject. The sad intelligence has 

-reached all lands, and has already elicited a noble response from the peo- 
ple of this Province. The brilliant example set by the cities of Toronto, 

Montreal, and Quebec has been followed by many of our smaller towtis 
and villages. - The rural municipalities have as yet done but little, sim- 
ply, I believe, for the reason that no direct appeal has been made to 
them. ‘The amount already raised in Canada for this purpose may be 
stated at about $100,000 ; ‘but this sum is still far from what such a 
Province as this is ought to contribute. We can do much more, and 
we ought to do it promptly and cheerfully. “Bis dat qui cito dat,” _~

All their domestic comforts which they toiled eo 
long and so patiently to acquire, have all passed away from them—-all
